APPEAL. 


Synagogue in which Divine 
Kk Worship is now. performed was built 
about a quarter of a century ago. At that 
-time the congregation consisted of only six 
Jewish families: there are now upwards of 
sixty Jewish families resideat in Merthyr and 
suburbs attending Divine worship at the 
‘Merthyr Synagogue, 

The congregation are painfully aware of 
the inadequacy of the means now existing for 
attendance at the Synagogue on Sabbath and 
Holvdays; also. the.necessity of providing 
school accommodation for the Jewish children 
who number above seventy. 

At the outset it was estimated that a syna- 
gogue, school room and reader's residence 
could be erected for the sum of £1,5.0, upom 
which they based their-appeal. 

Having now obtained the fullest informa- 
tion upon the eost of the work, they find that 
the sum required will be nearly £3 000, the 
contract price for the building alone exceeds 
£2,500, to which must be added the Architects 
commission and other incidental expenss, 

‘owards the sum required the congregation 
have received donations raised amongst them- 
selves and friends, £600, there is therefcre a 
very large margin to be filled up. 

An advantageous site has been secured and 
a contract entered into for the execution of 
the works which are now in progress,

JERUSALEM. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


§in—As one of the Committee for the Montefiore Testimonial I have 
received the report handed in to the Committee by Mr. Samuel Montagu. The 
is headed “ Private and confidential,” and as such, I should not have ven- 
tured to make any remarks upon it in your columns, but the document has 
apparently obtaifed a ciirrency beyond the limits of the Committee, and conse- 
quently wider than was contemplated ; it also seems in many quarters to have 
been misunderstood, and I therefore think it desirable to make a few comments 
on. it here. 

I think all those who have the interests of our brethren in the Holy Land 
at heart should be truly grateful to Mr. Samuel Montagu, and to his intelligent 
companion Dr. Asher for the great care which they have devoted to their subject, 
and for the straightforward and temperate way in which they have treated it. 
It is true that their stay was limited to a fortnight, but even in that short space 
they seem to have entered with much detail into the circumstances of the Jewish 
inhabitants of Jerusalem. Many years agolI hadthe opportunity of making a 
stay in Jerusalem but little longer than that made by Mr. Montagu, and the 
result of my Observation was precisely similar to that made by him. When we 
consider how persistently our noble-hearted philanthropist Sir Moses Montefiore 
has worked for the improvement of the Jews in the Holy Land for more than 
half a century, how he is now engaged, at over ninety years of age, and in the 
height of summer, in again, and for the seventh time, bending his steps to the 
cherished home of our race, we must more than ever be impressed with the wish 
that the project so intimately associated with his name, should be productive of 
consequences which should really elevate and improve this impoverished and 
depressed community. : 


Nobody doubts the existence of many Jewsin the Holy Land of great piety, © 


of scholarly attainments in Hebrew lore, and even of industrious and independent 
propensities. On the other hind we cannot shut our eyes to the fact that a 
mistaken sentiment, benevolent in its source, but most detrimental in its workings, 
is continually sappiog the energies, and so to speak, emasculating the whole of 
this population. Vast sums collected principally in Central and Eastern Europe 
are yearly despatched for distribution among them, and apportioned among the 
greater part of this population by so much per head being distributed through 
the means of local Rabbis, themselves generally poor, and in most instances 
recipients from tlie fund. Anything more detrimental than this system can 
hardly be imagined ; the plan of what we here call “ out-door relief,” and which 
we are doing all in our power to restrict in England, is there carried to its fullest 
extent ; the miserable earnings of the family are thus supplemented to just such 
4 point as makes existence possible, though only under the most depressing con- 
ditions, and the gifts received by every member of each family, as a matter 
of course, cease to be regarded as special aids, but are looked for as a regular 
income. 

This system has the further disadvantage of attracting Jews from other 
‘countries, and whereas in 1855 [ was informed that about 8,000 Jews inhabited 
Jerusalem, being then a large increase on preceding returns, Mr. Montagu tells us 
that now 13,000 is a mean estimate. 

limagine, but am diffident in giving expression to ideas, on which others 
#¢ #0 much more competent than inyself to express an opinion, that Jerusalem 
sat the present time a city, with little wealth, little industry and with few 
outlets for such wares as it might produce; I’also imagine that the soil in the

regeneration could fit Jerusalem and the surrounding country for the mainten- 
ance of a large population. Under these circumstances it seems to me that the 
only means of utilizing funds for the benefit of our brethren in the land of our 
common ancestors, would be to concentrate the various funds intended for their 
relief under the management of a few of the most intelligent of their number, 
who in no case shall be recipients and who shall be presided over by two or 
© tesponsible overseers from Europe, sufficiently paid and conversant with the 
habits and languages of the people, It should be their duty to establish schools 
and more especially girls’ schools, in which the secular element shall have fai, 
Play; bo support as far as possible the aged and suffering, with especial care as 
* medical relief, to assist young men and women in learning trades, and still 
ér when such young men and women may find that they are unable to 
Wicceed, to help them to emigrate to lands where labour is more required, or to

TEE LATE MR. MICHAEL HENRY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHKONICLE, 

Sir,—Wending their way in mournful silence from the spot where wounded 
hearts had congregated to perform the last sad office for the dead, it must have 
occurred to many that surely all was not ended with the few clods of earth with 
which loving hands had closed the yawning grave. The structure of dutifu 
affection raised by the keen sympathies of those to whom Michael Henry had 
so endeared himself by his lofty;virtues and amiable qualities must yet be crowned 
by a further token of our love. We are therefore impelled to ask through the 
medium of the columns, which were graced by his pen, what can be done to 
make the memory of that talented and good man to live. To doubt, for a 
moment, that all who were privileged with his friendship (and it was a privilege 
to have known him, esteemed him, and profited by his living example) would 
claim it as no less their right to be enabled to unite in expressing their affection 
for and admiration of the departed, would be to doubt that there exist among us 
hearts which beat high with a single generous impulse.

But 
all could, with one award, jcin in carrying his pure name down far ioto the 
stream of titne, by raising a monument over his tomb, or by founding (as has 
been done in the case of Numa Hartog) a“ Michael Henry Scholarship,” or by 
establishing an institution devoted to a good cause, and associated with his name.

THE DALSTON SYNAGOGUE,* 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
“ The tongue and the pen are both interpreters of the mind." — 


Sir,—Allow me to place the true facts of the case before those who may be 
totally unacquainted with them. . 
In May, 1874, long before the recent attempt to establish a minyan in the 


i neighbourhood of Canonbury, a meeting was held at the residence of Mr. 


Euphrate ia Richmond Road, Dalston, when those present unanimously resolved 
to establish a synagogue in the vicinity of Balls Pond and Dalston ; and a pro. 
visional committee was appointed for the purpose of carrying out such object. 
The New Year Holydays approached, and the committee having been unable to 
secure other premises, hired (for one month) a large house in Ridley Read 
(about ten minutes’ walk from the site now selected for a permanent synagogue), 
and which was fitted up in a becoining manner for religious worship. 

The attendance on AWA WN convinced the executive that a permanent 
synagogue in that neighbourhood was urgently needed, and in response to an 
appeal made at a meeting on the 16th September, sufficient funds were sub 
cribed for the carrying on of Divine worship during the ensuing year. 

No sooner was the temporary synagogue established, than very many fami- 
lies, hitherto compelled to absent themselves from any place of worship, in 
consequence of the very great distance, at once assembled together on every 
occasion, to offer prayers and adorations to their God; and in a very brief space 
of time, the congregation perceived that the temporary building was by no 
means adequate to the requirements, since [may safely assert that, in proportion 
to the number of ils members, the synagogue is ees far better atten- 
ded than any other in London. Finding it absolutely necessary to secure a more 
eligible building, ant unable to find the same in any other quarter, the congre- 
gation has leased a small plot of land on Newington Green Road, within ten 
minutes’ walk of the present place of worship, and at least thirty minutes’ walk 
from any other synagogue, whilst the majority of its members reside fully forty 
five minutes walk from any established synagogue.

To all this, “ Joseph" not only demurs, but in a‘manner which appears to 
me uncharitable, desires to turn the minds of the public against an undertaking 
which is solely and entirely for the good of our brethren and the rising genera 
tion. And I therefore ask whether it is not only reasonaple, but likewise desir- 
able, that a place of worship should be established in a district where there are 
at least 80 to 100 families now between thirty minutes and one hour's walk from 
any synagogue. Possibly there are among that number of families many who 
believe that true Judaism consists in something more than merely belonging to a 
synagogue, or even attendiug it once or twice a year. Probably. there are some 
out of that number who have been accustomed, and would like to influence their 
children, to attend Divine Service on Friday evenings, Sabbath aftervoons and 
evenings, New Moons and other minor festivals, or even week-day services’ 


* We have in this letter omitted some portions which are not essential, and would 
only have embittered the discussion. The letter is a reply to that of Mr. Joseph, published 
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and in event of such being the case, could they possibly de so if nearly one 
hour’s walk from the synagogue? If an 93% wishes to pay the respect due to a 
departed parent, and desires to recite the w1p as frequently as possible, and the 
House of Prayer be one hour's walk, would it not occupy six hours for him to 
goto and fro to three services on Sabbaths and Festivals? Can the young 
members of our families possibly attend under such difficulties ? and if kept 
aloof from public worship, how are they to become acquainted with or attached 
to our forms and ceremonies. 

These are questions which must at once silence “Joseph’s’’ imaginary 
objections, and which will doubtless lead every true-minded Israelite to lend a 
helping hand towards accomplishing the desired object in view. There are 
ininds to which Judaism presents an aspect of their own; these believe that its 
claims demand activity and require that every one of its adherents should co- 
operate for the Smeal good. This is the opinion entertained by the members 
of the Dalston Synagogue, and under which conviction they hope the day is not 
far distant, when they may be enabled to amalgamate with the other united 
congregations and bear their proportion of the general communal burdens. 

“ Joseph” charges the promoters of the Dalston Synagogue with an 
intention to “ compete with that of North London.” Sach a remark is so unlike 
the spirit of Judaism that it needs no comment nor reply. When individuals 
working for public good having nothing to gain, but are ready to make every 
personal sacrifice within their power to liberally contribute towards establishing 
a place of worship—nay, even risk such abuse as “Joseph” seemsready to bestow 
‘—what reference can the strange term “competition” have to their undertaking ? 

If persons from Hackney, Dalston and other places are satistied to walk a 
reasonable distance to Newington Green Road, they may not be willing or able 
to add an additional two miles to the distance by walking on to Barnsbury. 

Perhaps “ Joseph's’ error as to the neighbourhood not having the popula- 
tion nor wealth necessary to support the new synagogue may be clearly under- 
stood, when it -is stated that there are no less than 100 families in the district: 
alluded to, who are not members of the North London Synagogue, whilst it is 
asserted that such synagogue has very few vacant seats. 

In conclusion “ Joseph"’ says that “it must be evident to all those who so 
liberally help any cause deserving support, that they will most truly serve the 
interests of religion by withholding aid from the proposed. Dalston Synagogue.” 
“Joseph knows well enough that. some persons will withhold aid from any 
cause on the slightest pretext whatsoever; but the members of the Dalston 
Synagogue and religious school, who have so zealously and earnestly worked to 
promote a holy and pious ol,ject and who have the conscientious satisfaction of 
knowing that their endeavours are prompted by best motives and their efforts 
made with clean hans and pure hearts, feel assured that a jast aud discerning 
public. will pay no regard whatsoever to such uncailed for and uncharitabte 
advice. Influenced by that belief, they will work on with unabated zeal and 
undimiuished energy towards the accomplishment of the holy aim in view, fully 
anticipating that He who knoweth the heart of man will so guide their 
endeavours as to crown them with success and enable them and their families to 
worship WP

The first annual general meeting of the members of the United Workin 
Men's Motso Society, (which was founded last year shortly after Passover) w é 
a at — Hall, Mansell Street, an Monday last, Mr. L. A. Davis, President 
in the chair. 

The Rev. M. Keizer on behalf of Mr. N. M. de Rothschild, M.P., the Treg 
surer, submitted the balance-sheet. The amonnt collected from members nae! 
£438 17s. The number of members was not as large as had been expected at 
the commencement of the year. When the Society was founded it was thought 
by the promoters to make a “ great thing” of it. It was intended that workin 
men who were unable at one time to spend large sums of money for motsos 
should put by a small sam every week and place it in safe hands till Passover It 
was expected that a large number of people would come forward with the ides 
of saving their money and at the same time making themselves independent 
The Society had not been established to benefit the United Synagogue. It had 
nothing to do with that institution, for it originated in the suggestion of a few 
working men who mooted the idea that independence should exist among the 
working classes. It was expected that 1,000 persons at least would enrol them. 
selves as members of the Society. If such a number were to join, the Society 
would become a great success and he of great benefit to the working classes, He 
urged the members to induce tbeir friends to join the Society. If there were a 
larger number of members there was a probability that the Passover cakes might 
be had at a much cheaper rate than they have been this year. The rey, gentle- 
man then read the balance-sheet, and said that the members could congratulate 
themselves on the fact that at the end of the first vear of the Society's existence 
there should be a trifling balance in hand, but the United Synagogue had kindly 
made them a grant of £15 towards their expences in founding the Socety. ; 

The balance-sheet was then adopted. .

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THE LATE MR. MICHAEL HENRY.

The following sketch of the life of the late lamented Michael Henry has 


heen forwarded to us. It is the composition of one who was from childhood 
intimately associated with the deceased, and who had early in life learned to 
‘ate his worth, to admire his talents and love his virtues. 


Michael Henry was born at Kennington, on the 19th of February,1830. His 

was a merchant ; his mother a lady of more than ordinary attainments; 

well read and highly educated. He had scarcely completed his third year when 

the family (of whom he was the youngest) removed to Ramsgate, on account of 
pis father’s declining health. 

Ata very early age he showed evidence of genius and poetical imagina- 
tion far beyond his years, and it was deemed necessary to prevent him from 

ing any studies, lest he should overtax his strength. He however managed 
to acquire a larger amount of knowledge than most of his companions, and when 
about six years old, used to astonish visitors at the house by the extent and variety 
of his information, his favourite plaything was a terrestrial globe, and his favourit® 
amusement to write scraps of poetry which, even at that early age, he did 
with amazing facility. When eight years old he was sent toa school at Ramsgate 
where he made great progress, and where he remained for two years. Imme- 
diately after his father’s death in April, 1840, the family came to London, and 
his education then began at the City of London School; at which he was 4 
scholar for four years. In June 1844 he left school, and was sent to a sister 
then residing in Paris where a situation in a counting-house had been offered to 
him ; but it soon became evident that he could not content himseif with the 
ordinary routine of a commercial office ; and as the limited means at his mother’s 
disposal necessitated his contributing something towards his own support, he 
accepted with pleasure an offer to enter the office of the late James Robertson, 
Patent Agent, and Editor ot the Mechanic's Magazine. 

In the semi-scientific and literary employment there, he took great 
pleasure, and whilst he remained in that situation he assisted mainly in 
the Editor's department. Some time afterthe death of Mr. Robertson he resolved 
to establish a business as Patent Agent on hisown account, which he commenced 
in 1857, and carried on up to the period of his death. 

In the course of time he began to assist Dr. Benisch in his editorial labours 
in connectien with this journal, and upon the retirement of that gentleman -in 
1968. became its editor. By the manner in which he filled that diflicult and 
responsible post, he won the esteem and regard not only of his coadjutors, 
but of the Jewish public generally. Such is a brief outline of his Jife. and it 
isa tale easily told. It is far more difficult to convey to our readers an 
adequate idea of his unselfish character and of his many noble and praiseworthy 
His mind was essentially poetic and his earnest faith in the principles of 
Judaism was remarkable. From his earliest years he not only wrote poetry 
with ease, but when a lad of nine years old he composed prayers for hi, 
own use on various occasions. In 1836 (when he was six years old) there wa, 
a fearful storm at Ramsgate and he saw a shipwreck from the windows of the 


- house. He was terrified at the occurrence and wrote as follows : 


* No more, no more the sea is calm, 

The ships now eound a deaf alarm, 

The barques do roll in every form, 

Such is the raging of the storm : 

Oh God! I offer prayers to Thee, 

To stop the raging of the sea. . 
In 1843 (when 13 years of age) he visited some friends at Boulogne, and wrote 
there a short novel dealing humorously with the incidents which occur to English 
travellers abroad, the reading of this from day to day amused the whole party, 
and some of the ideas and characteristic sketches still retain their hold on the 
memory of those who survive. His writings of this class and other humorous 
sketches would fill volumes, and few who read his later productions 
could imagine that in his youth he possessed such a fund of genuine humour 
and sharp satire. His love of charity was so great, that when quite a child he 
desired to found a charity, and ptt aside a portion of his pocket money for 
that purpose. At length this wish assumed a practical shape, and he founded 
in 1847 the General Benevolent Association, of which he has been ever since 
the Honorary Secretary. He was for a long time a member of the Council 
of Jews’ College and of the Board of Deputies, and sat on the committees 
of other educational charities, which he aided by his personal supervision. 
But chief of all to him was the Stepney Jewish Schools. He not only 
acted as Honorary Secretary to the Committee, but he devoted much of his 
valuable time (spare time, he had none) to the personal supervision of the boys 
in that school. 
‘them to be good, truthful and industrious, and he lived to see some of them 
realize his hopes. He regarded them as objects of his loving care, and they 

ve frequently evinced their appreciation of his affectionate solicitude. 


Among bis labours mention should be made of his constant aid to the 

Y for Diffusion of Religious Knowledge. As writer, lecturer, and pro- 
moter, he greatly assisted the Association in its earlier days, and fostered and 
ed many of the movements which arose from it, in extension of the origina! 
plan, such as the Sunday Evening Lectures and the Jewish Working Men's Club:

"¥8, and bestowed great attention on the scheme which some boys started a‘

He encouraged them by gifts, treats and prizes, he exhorted — 


he was generally esteemed and respected, and on some important — 


tions. of Patent Law, upon which he wrote a pamphlet, which was highly, 
considered by the Committee of the House of Commons appointed to report on 
that subject. He was an Associate of the Society of Civil Engineers, and a 
member of other learned bodies. It was, however, as Editor of this journal that 
he was best known ; and none but those who worked with him can fully appre- 
ciate his energetic labours to promote the welfare of the Jewish community, and 
to maintain peace and goodwill between the members of its various classes. 
Consistently attached to the principles and doctrines of his religion and it, 
traditions, he was still tolerant towards those whose opinions differed from his 
own ; and in many cases was enabled by his judicious management to pour 
oil on the troubled waters of rising disputes. It is almost superfluous to record 
in this journal that he was a pleasing and fluent writer, possessed of a poetic 
imagination, and that his language was both forcible and elegant. In private 
life he attracted the sincere friendship of a large circle of friends, beth 
Jewish and Christian, of all grades and classes of society. His genial manners 
and pleasant conversation will be remembered Jong and often by many who — 
now weep for his sudden and unlooked-for death. 

He died on Wednesday, the 16th inst., from the shock which his system 
received on his clothes taking fire rather than from the severity of the burns, 
The exact manner in which the melancholy accident occurred remains a mystery. 
But it appears that his shirt became ignited by the flame of a candle ; and 
it is most probable that he threw off his outer clothes in the hope of disengaging 
himself from the burning garment, thus allowing the flames to obtain a mastery 
against which he could not contend. When assistance came it was found that he 
was much injured, but hopes of recovery were entertained. Unfortunately 
these hopes were not fulfilled, and he died in twenty-four hours, He was never 
married ; but he had taken under his protection a sister and her three children, 
who, with the rest of his numerous family and countless friends, mourn for him 
with more than ordinary grief. 

His funeral, which took place on Monday last, was attended by all the 
members of his family, and the procession which followed the hearse from the 
house consisted of nearly one hundred gentlemen, among whom were both the 
Chief Rabbis, almost all the Jewish clergy, and representatives of alrnost every 
grade and class of society and of several public Jewish institutions. 

At the cemetery at Willesden a large concourse of people were assembled 
to meet the funeral. Boys from the Jews’ Hospital, Deaf and Dumb Home, 
Gates of Hope School and Stepney Jewish Schools attended the funeral ; 
twelve of the latter carried the bier to the grave and were greatly affected. 
Almost every eye was dimmed with tears; the coffin was covered with flowers 
which kind and sympathising friends had sent ; and the lowering of the body 
into its last resting place concluded one of the most impressive and solemn 
ceremonies that was ever witnessed. What deepened still more the solemnity 
was the circumstance that one of the deaf mute boys said the Kaddish. It was 
an ovation to rrorth such as no «wealth could purchase; it was a display of 
fecling which our community may well be proud of—an evidence that the 
Jews of London can honour, respect, value and love those whose lives have 
deserved such a tribute. No monarch, no hero, no martyr was ever carried to 
his grave with greater honour, greater solemnity, greater respect and greater 
grief than Michael Henry. 

A few of his friends contemplate a memorial,. which will enavle all whe 
loved and respected him to give tangible expressions to their feelings. We are 
sure these friends will not appeal in vain. ' 


On Sabbath last at several of the metropolitan synagogues the reverend 
preachers alluded to the death of Mr. Henry. 


At the Central Synagogue the Rev. A. L. Green preached a sermon from the 
text: “ That they may proclaim My name throughout all the earth.” (Eccl. Ix. 
16). After commenting generally upon the text, and explaining the meaning 
of those phrases which, he said, are so familiar in the mouths ot many, but are 
so strangely misunderstood, distorted and exaggerated, not only by the unreflec- 
tive, but by. the intelligent—viz., DUA LIP and Or 7A NN—the Sanctification of 
God and the profanation of His Holy Name, Mr. Green paused, and, in deep 
emotion, which was exhibited by every worshipper, he drew a pathetic picture 
of the life of one who was endeared to every member of the synagogue, and, 
indeed, as he was beloved by all who knew the singular amiability of his gentle 
nature. in broken voice, the Kev. Mr, Green showed how Michael Henry had 
devoted his life, Own wyip>, for the glorification of our holy faith. How every 
impulse was directed to improve and consolidate judaic observances. How he 
eagerly seized every opportunity to throw. his eu otional nature into every 
measure having for its object the glory of God and the integrity of our 
common faith ; and with what purity and nobility of purpose this, the main 
pursuit of his whole public life, had been effected. The united wealth of the 


world, said the preacher, could not, in his opinion, an opinion based on the 


friendship of years, have purchased or biassed his views. The unseltishness of 
his life in this respect was well worthy of imitation by all, and it must and 
should be the desire on the part of the community to show its appreciation of such 
a career, interrupted by so untimely and lamentable an end, by associating the 
name of Michael Henry with some endearing communal memorial which would 
doubtless be suggested by those whose practical wisdom should be our guide. 
The words of the preacher seemed to find a ready eeho and a tearful response. 
All seemed to feel that while the community had lost a faithful and devoted 
friend ; while Judaism h: | lost an earnest advocate ; eaeh worshipper had at 
the same time lost a persc ial and an affectionate friend. 


The Rev. Dr. Herma: Adler commenced his discourse at Bayswater Syna- 
gogue on Sabbath last by saying, that he had to choose one of two alternatives 
that day, either to be silent altogether, or else to speak of the terrible loss the 
community had sustained, for it was beyond his power to preach an ordin 
sermon. He could not turn his pulpit teaching into hollow declamation, he could 
only speak of that of which his own heart and his hearers’ hearts were full. He 
took his text fiom Isaiah Ivii. v. 1, 2, and said: We are now bewail- 
ing the loss of one whose sun has gone down while yet it was a one 
who consecrated his life to the service g@f his people, who diffused a hallowed

influence around him, Alas! How ill can the community spare such mea as he! 
The memory of his goodness and worth is deathiess and imperishable. 
His unselfish acts and noble words are written in the memory of the 
community, to whom, in truth, “he clung with every fibre of his heart, 
whom he served with rare conscientiovsness and ability, and who will not suffer 

bis name to perish in oblivion ; who will not allow the 98 work he u held in 
his life to languish. Ilave we then a right to deplore Michael Henry’ death as 
early and premature? Can long life be measured by the arithmetic of months 
and years? God measures life by deeds, not by periods ; not by decades or 
jubilees, but by glowing words and actions, that do not belie the speaker's 
words. Character, piety, activity is life, not years. To paraphase the well- 
known Talmudical adage, Michael Henry accom lished in his forty-four years 
more thao another performs in a century. Now is not yet the time in which to 
recount all that our beloved brother was, all that he did. One fitting tribute I 
may pay his dear memory, by bidding him speak to the hearts of the two lads 
who have this day become Barmitzvab, for all the best traits of his character, 
his genial sympathy, his noble unselfishness, his all-absorbing love of Judaism 
came into prominence when he wrote of boys, or when he spoke to them. Thus 
he writes in a paper addressed to buys in the Sabbath Readings : “ Boys, you 
are the hope of the world! You are the heirs of the future, if time shall endure. 
When we who are writing for you, who think of you, and work for you, shal! 
have passed away from this busy life, and shall be cold in our silent graves 
you, if you are spared, will inherit our Jabours and our cares, and the worl 
which we shall have left. . . . . . There is one recompense we all can 
understand, receive and welcome. The young and the old, the happy and the 
sorrowful, the merry and the weary—we can ‘all alike lift our eyes from earth, 
and hope to win the love of the Father in Deaven. May that light of love 
shine on you, boys, in the spring of your youth, and the summer of your man- 
hood, in the autumn of declining strength and the winter of old age. Come 
boys of our hopes and affections ; strive to be brave, wise and good, so that you 
may become better men than we are, so that your own boys in far days to come 
may profit by your example, and become better than you ; and thus from gene- 
ration to generation improving and yet improving, while time and the world 
endure. . « + And when for us the silver cord is loosed for ever, keep 
our memory green and think of us tenderly, lovingly, and prayerfully.” ‘Lhe 
congregatioa was deeply affected during the sermon 


The Rev. A. Lowy preached last Sabbath at the West London Synagogue 
(Berkeley Street). He took his text from Numbers II., 2, which he translated 
thus: “Let every man stand by his banner which is marked with the ensigns 
of the paternal house: thus shall the Children of Israel be encamped over 
against end round about the Tabernacle shall they be encamped.” The sermon 
was chiefly historical and referred to various data in the Midrash. In the course 
of the sermon the preacher took occasion to advert to the uncertainties of life, 
especially as to the hour when man may be called away from the scenes of busy 
activity. Without mentioning Ly name him for whom the Jewish community 
now mourns, the friends of the departed were reminded of the great void 
cceasioned by the untimely death of a loved and loving friend of his people. 
‘Lhe rev. preacher observed: when a soil pure as silver leaves its earthly abode, 
“the Perpetual Light” in the synagogue recal!s to the mind and to the heart the 
idea that the child of God shall emerge from darkness into light and combine 
strict attachment tothe ancestral family with unswerving fidelity to the ancestral 
teligion. 

At the Borough Synagogue, the Rev. S. Singer took his text from that 
portion of the Sedrah of the day, which records the conversation between Moses 
and Hobab relative to the intended departure of the latter for his native land— 
a step from which Moses endeavoured to dissuade him by pleading : “ forsake 
us not, we beseech thee, for thou knowest our encampment in the wilderness, 
and thou canst be to usin the place of eyes.” The object of the discourse was 
to show how often hnman-agencies and huinan means are employed to further the 
plans of Heaven. Towards the conclusion of his address the preacher spoke as 
follows: “To these reflections [ have been more particularly led by a heavy 
calamity, with which the community has within the last few days been afflicted, 
thtoogh the sudden and mournful departure from our midst of one, who also 
knew our encampment in the wilderness and was to us in the place of eyes. 
None could sympathize more fully than he with all the wants of his people; none 
more deeply tee! for all their sorrows and trials; no one could join more heartily 
in all their joys and triumphs: no one be more strongly imbued with their highest 
and most sacred hopes. To this power of sympathising with others he united 
the rarer power of working for others.- His great and conspicuous talents 
theic people. Jlis pen was “the pen of a ready writer”—a pen wielded for 
many years with well-sostained grace, encrgy and force of purpose, setting itself 
is its great alin the advancement of Israel aud their elevation in the eyes of. the 
nations ot the earth. Yet was he who spared himself so little ever considerate 
and generous towards the faults of others. If he was to us in the place of eyes, 
it was mainly to detect whatever good there was in the community. ‘this 
sentle friend of onrs, this friend of Israel's filled a useful and important place. 
* Despise not, everybody, condemn not everything,” said the sage, “ for every 
man hath his hour and every thing hath its place.’ This principle appeared to 
have taken « firm hold of him. . Jn every line of his writings one might trace 
that one idea, which isthe truest expression of Jewish charity —there is some good 
in every thing, there is some meritin every body. But while all classes of the 
romtuuntty found room in lis affections, there was one section of it in particular 
to whose interests he seemed to address himself with an almost undivided 
ardonr and devotion, .

DISTURBANCES AT TIBERIAS. 

Telegrams to Sir Moses Montefiore were read, calling attention to outrages 
against the Jews of Tiberias, and from Sir Moses Montefiore to Mr. Eldridge, 
H.B.M. Consul-General in tyria, asking his aid for the Jews, to which the 
Consul replied that he had taken the necessary steps with the authorities, and: 
awaited results. 

A vote of thanks was passed to Sir Moses Montefiore for the action he had 
taken in the matter, coupled with the wishes of the Board for the auspicious 
termination of the journey and safe return of the venerable baronet. 

A vote of thauks was also passed to Mr. Eldridge for his prompt reply to 
Sir Moses Montefiore and for his promise to aid the Jews. 

JEWISH INMATES IN WANDSWORTH PRISON. 

The Souiciror and SEcRETaARY read a draft memorial to the Visiting Justices 
of Surréy drawn up.by the Law and. Parliamentary Committee of the Board, with 
reference to the status of the Jewish inmates of the Wandsworth House of 
Correction. 

On the motion of Mr. M. S. Orrennetm, it was resolved that the memorial 
be received and adopted ; that it be signed by the President, and a copy for- 
warded to the Clerk of the Peace for the county of Surrey, to be submitted toa 
meeting of the Visiting Justices of Surrey. 

It was further -resolved, on the motion of Mr. Orrenweim, that a copy of 
the memorial ‘be sent to the Secretary of State for the Home Department, 
with the view of soliciting him to exert his influence with the Visiting Justices 
in support of the prayer of the memorial. 

JEWISH BOYS IN REFORMATORIES. 

The Secrerary read a correspondence between Mr. Costiker, Inspector of 
Reformatories, the Secretary of the Board of Deputies and the Secretary of the 
United Synagogue, with respect to a Jewish boy committed from Newcastle for 
detention during the period of five years in the North Eastera Reformatory at 
Netherton Morpeth. Mr. Costiker had brought this case under the notice of the 
Board. The Solicitor and Secretary of the Board immediately informed the 
Secretary of the United Synagogue of the case, and asked that the lad referred 
to might be visited by a Jéwish minister, and that such other privileges as the 
managers of the Reformatory might be willing to grant, should be secured for 
him. A reply was received from Dr. Asher, to the effect that the facts had 
been forsome time known to the Visitation Committee of the United Synagogue, 
and that steps had already been taken in the interests of the boy. 

Certain other matters of no public importance having been transacted, the 
meeting. terminated with ths usual vote of thanks to the Chairman. 


OUTRAGES UPON THE JEWS IN. CONSTANTINE, 

The Jadépendant, a journal published at Constantine (Alceria),. contains in 
a recent impression a letter from the Jewish Consistory of that city, giving 4 
detailed account of brutal aggressions on the part of native tirailleurs (sharp 
shooters) against the Jews in that town. Deplorable scenes, says the communi. 
cation, have taken place; Jews have been struck and wounded without giving 
provocation; the tirailleurs overran the various streets inhabited by Jews 
brandishing their sabres, frightening everybody and striking out right and left: 
Several persons were seriously injured. M. Adda, a member of the Consistory 
desirous of obtaining assistance from the Genera! commanding the Sub-divisions 
was attacked at the doors of the palace of the latter by a tirailleur who struck 
him with his bayonet and threw him on the ground. During the nighta band 
of tiraiileurs violently entered the house of a Jewish family and robbed the 
inmates of their clothing and jewellery. ‘The Jews gave up their property, 
dreading personal attacks and pillage. In no instance did the Jews give cause 
for these criminal aggressions. 

In a subsequent number the Indépendant announces that quict has been 
restored and that the Jews have been protected from further attacks. The 
tirailleurs have been withdrawn from Constantine and the person who wounded 
M. Adda has been sent to prison.

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EMPLOYMENT FOR JEWISH BOYS AND GIRLS, 


The Jewish Board of Guardians has already, for the great work it 
has done, deserved the gratitude and support of the public; but the 
‘ted action it has taken in regard to the rising generation must call 
forth the unqualified approbation of all who have the welfare of our c om 
munity at heart. 


And yet we falter whilst tracing these lines, knowing as we do that 
i, wasthe intention—the most anxious wish of one who:e hand is now alas ! 
paralyzed in death—te have urged this question on the public. To his 
earnest advocacy was dune much that ameliorated the condition of our 
people; to him the words “boys and girls” were charms, which brought 
into action every fibre of his large heart ; and we shall endeavour therefore 
toembody the ideas which resulted from numerous conversations with him. 
We dare not hope to speak words which could emanate only from a spirit 
such as his—but even by our prosaic rendering we may indace the public 
to assist in working out a scheme for the elevation of our, boys and girls, 
sssared that the success of such a scheme, would be the best tribute to the 
memory of our much loved and deeply lamented Michael Henry. 

_ The Board of Guardians admits that “ the poor will never cease from 
the midst of the land:” but it says, “let us limit the ranks of ‘fatare 
panperism to the widow, the orphan, the blind, the sick and those who, by 
anforeseen. misfortunes, have been stricken down; butdo not let us induce 
or cultivate idleness and the consequent beggary. Let us rear a population 
of healthy-minded working men and women, who shall, by their labour, 
add to the wealth of the nation, instead of living on its bounty.” 

Never was there a nobler, a more traly philanthropic object; never 

has there been a campaign undertaken, the resu!t of which cau be more 
certainly prognosticated; and wo are sure that the sentiments of the 
Board as expressed by Mr. Ellis A. Davidson in his lecture to boys and 
girls—on Trades and Tools—which we reported last week, will be received 
with general satisfaction. In that lecture Mr. Davidson treated the sub- 
ject in no merely theoretical spirit, he repudiated all idea of throwing any 
-slar on Jews by implying that they are not industrious bat urged, that 
labour to be beneficial, should be well directed, and that therefore it should 
not be turned into channels already overflowing such as cigar making and 

tailoring; and he showed the boys, that by entering suc» trades, they 
would be taking the bread out of the mouths of their own tathers and 

brothers, whilst putting only an insufficient crust into their own. He did 

not make the assertion that they could earn better wages at other trades 

without having supplied himselt with proofs; and he read letters from large 

employers of labour showing that steady workme’ in trades he specified.

de can car esti he can judge of materials; he can develop rough plans ; 
“aty out suggestions; he can work from a figured drawing, or can 


he not only earns his weekly wages, but receives extra | 


psyments for overtime, by which too he can make up for the deficiency 
caused by absence on Sabbaths and Holydays. Cases can ia fact be cited 
in which masters have been willing to forego the premium, on the principle 
that it is better to marry a fortune in a wife than with her. 

But our schools can still farther help this movement by the establish- 
ment of evening classes, or as the Germans call them, “ Fortbildungs- 
schulen,” so that the education received in the schools may be continued 
and developed in those years when the mind of the lad is most appreciative 
of such instruction, and when it is so very desirable that association should 
be kept up with the old scholars. This plan has been adopted by Mr. 
Judd, the excellent Head Master of the Whitechapel Foundation 
School, and although commencing at first with a few old pupils, his class 
has grown into an admirable literary and scientific society, the geniality of 
the worthy master acting like a charm in keeping the young people he 
has so affectionately reared, around him. Surely such a society would be 
an important addition toour noble Free School and to all our other excellent 
educational establishments. 

These suggestions are thrown out to the managers, and we earnestly 
recommend them to their immediate attention. Schools and the Board of. 
Guardians have in this regard the same object —the welfare of our people, 
and they should work into each other’s hands in the most hearty and 
harmonious manner. 

Let us however add a suggestion to the Board of (iaardians who (lo 
not, we are sure, wish to allow their work to remain incomplete. Mr. 
Davidson told the boys that when they are out of their time, such of them 
as merited approval would be supplied with a sufficient stock of tools to 
enable them to pursue their trades. Now, we advise the Board to 
extend this great boon, The young men will want tools long before they 


_ are out of their time, and at a period too when they are lese able tu bay 


them than they will be when earning higher wages, they will have to con- 
tribate towards their own support, and will, we hope, follow Mr. Davidson's 
advice of putting a few shillings away in the saviogs bank. : 

Could not the Board, then, dispense this token of approval by iastal- 
ments, and award from time to time to the apprentices such tools as they 
may desire, on the certificate of the gentlemen who form tlie visiting body, 
that the boys’ conduct is deserving of such award? This would enable the 
apprentices to practise at home, or to do that very overwork which is to make 
up for absence on Sabbaths and Festivals. To accomplish the last-named 
purpose, too, the Board might provide a workshop—we know how these 
boys are situated at home—and such a room supplied with a.couple of 


 carpenter’s benches, a lathe, and a few other necessavy appliances, would 


| be a great buon, and would afford additionally an opportunity for comuin- 


nion between the members of the Board and the lads under their care, and 


for occasional practical lectures on the different branches of work in band, 


which could not but prove usefal to the apprentices. \Ve know that i» 
similar institations in Germany, masters of high standing in the different 
trades voluatarily visit the work room, and aid the youths by instruc- _ 
tion based on their own experience, and we have no doubt that this would 
be the case in England as well. : | 

To this room should also be appended a collection «f working draw-— 
ings, of books of reference, and of elementary text books on the numerous 
subjects connected with trades; also the trade journals—the /imi/der, the 
Architect, Furniture, Iron, the Engineer, tne British Mechaiic, and others. 
We do not doubt that the books would be forthcoming the moment they 
were asked far, and the papers could easily be supplied. 

Thus then could the work, so bravely begun by the Jewish Board of 
(taardians, be developed into a complete scheme, which would extend its 
influence over the lives of our youths until they reach manhood estate ; 
and those, who might otherwise have led precarious lives, ur whose ener- 
gies might have been wasted for want of proper direction, mey be taught, 
strengthened and encouraged; thus may many of them become founders «! 
businesses, heads of firms—and from the ranks of these will emerge the 
future members of the Board of Guardians, to whose intelligent ac ivity

was a magnetic soul which sympathetically drew to itself everything that was 
good and noble. You could not but admire a capacity to work and a willing- 
ness to serve, such as only mark minds of a superior order. You could not 
but love a simplicity so childlike that it was all but incapable to suspect 
guile; and you could not but respect a character as firm in its grasp of what 
was just and good, as persevering and undaunted in the execution of its behests 
however arduous the task, He exercised an irresistible charm over the minds 
of all those with whom he came into contact, evoked and roused their better 
self from the depth in which it happened to slumber, simply because they 
instinctively felt that they had before them one of those unsophisticated 
genuine natures ; Heaven's choicest and noblest works; which loved goodness 
for goodness sake, and over which the seductive attractions of evanescent 
gratification, so irresistible to the generality of mankind, had lost their 
wer. | 

If hypocrisy be the homage which vice renders to virtue what must be 
the tribute which the genuine sentiment pays to it? And who that has 
witnessed the profound general sorrow, that has listened to the touching 
expression given it from the pulpit, at public meetings, and indeed at every 
gathering, whether of a public or private character, that has seen the larg® 
grave funeral procession as it wound along, the sad faces and tear-dimmed 
eyes of the beloved charges of the deceased—the boys of the Stepney Schoo] 
—heard the quivering tremulous voice of the officiating minister, and the loud 
sobs as the cold clods of earth rolled over the coffin in the grave, who, we 
say, witnessing and hearing all this, could have doubted the genuineness and 
depth of the feeling which the melancholy event stirred up in every heart? 

Bat while indulging in this just grief, let us not neglect to.derive such 
lessons from the bereavement as its consideration is capable of yielding. It 1s, 
in the first place, another exemplitication of the superiority of heart over head, of 
sentiment over intellect. “ One touch of nature makes the whole world kin.” 
What-hero, what genius could have received such tribute of sympathy as was 
paid. at this grave? It, in the second place, furnishes a gratifying proof 
that, however materialistic the age, and however prevalent utilitarian views, 
idealism is not quite extinct, at least not in the Jewish community, and the 
capability of appreciating pure spiritual worth has happily not yet been 
obliterated amongst us; since no consideration which mere earthly distine- 
tion is able to confer, gould have called forth the voluntary tokens of love aud 
marks of respect bestowed upon the remains of this humble, unpretending 
pilgrim at the premature close of his career. 

And while acknowledging the rare worth of the departed, the beneficent 
eflect.of his activity in the community, while endeavouring to fix for life his 
beloved image in our souls, shall nothing be done to perpetuate his memory 
amongst us? Shall his memory, like a meteor illumning the sky for a 
moment; be allowed to sink for éver in the night of oblivion? Shall nothing 
testify. to our children this bright passage over our communal horizon ? 
There are those among our leading men who have known how to appreciate 
his worth, ‘There are those who were associated with him in his labours and 
shared his aspirations. Let them but speak the word, and all classes of the 
community will cheerfully rally round them. Give but the signal, and a 
monument will rise to his memory, such as he would have approved could he 
but haye been consulted; such as would show that we were worthy of him; 
such as would link the present to the futuresuch as would encourage our 


children to emulate the model presented to them in the days of their fathers. 


THE BIBLICAL SABBATH. 


| FIRST ARTICLE, | 


Ur all institutions, the idea of which Christianity has borrowed from Judaism, 
hone is so important as that ot the Day of Rest. It has rendered invaluable 
services, both individually and nationally, to all populations among which this 
institution has been received. - It has provided convenient halting places in 
the race of life where every one must periodically stop, thus physically checking 
one’ s headlong career, tempering the heat of competition for the necessaries or 
0 be the luxuries of existence, allowing time for recovering breath and repair- 
ing the waste of wear and tear. It has spiritually procured for man the leisure 
requisite for that retrospection and introspection as necessary for reflection 
and amendment as is looking forward and about for aspiration and carrying 
into practice the resolutions formed. 

If the Jews as a people have successfully resisted through thousands of 
years the most corroding elements of disintegration which have decomposed 
and entirely dissolved nations in possession of stamina apparently most solid 
. 8M a great measure, inter alia, due to the tenacity with which they clung 
to the Sabbath endowing them with an indestructible vitality. Nay, we 
believe that the superiority enjoyed in comparatively modern times by 

istendom and Islam, and the power. which they evince of absorbing and

measure owing to the religious vigour imparted to them by this institution. 
That Christendom and Islam while accepting the idea have transferred the 
institution to other days and have given it a fashion of their own does not 
concern us. This change involves a responsibility for which they have to 
answer to another than a human tribunal; but it does not touch the 
regenerating power of the institution. Nor does it devolve upon us to 
explain how it came to pass that the Church in her ritual enjoined on the 
faithful, after the solemn reading of the Fourth Commandment during wor- 
ship on “the Lorn’s Day,” to invoke the Deity that He may incline their 


hearts to keep the Sabbath, when with her sanction, it is desecrated week 
after week by every kind of menial labour. 


One would have thought that gratitude alone for such an inestimable 


gift, let alone the higher ground of religious liberty, would have sufficed to 


induce the recipients in re-modelling the institution to pay due regard to the 
rights of the primitive possessors of the boon and seduously to spare their 
feelings.. One would have thought that in adapting the institution to new 
views and framing laws accordingly, collisions would at least have been 
avoided with ancient undoubted rights avowedly sanctioned by the highest 
authority and profound sentiments hallowed by the mouth incapable of utter- 
ing an ambiguity and still less of annulling to-day what it established 
yesterday for ever. But such unfortunately has not been the case. Confining 
our remarks on this occasion exclusively to Christendom, truth wrings from 
us the statement that with the cynicism, which but too often marked the 
conduct of the daughter religion when the mother faith was to be 
dealt with, blows were inflicted by the parent on the child as violent 
as they were painful. We do not speak of those strack incidentally 


and accidentally." Some of these were probably unavoidable, grow- 
ing out from the very fact of the adaptation undertaken. 


A minority, 
left high and dry by the diversion of some institution from its channel, must 
ipso facto, be unpleasantly singled out. to the majority comfortably floating 
by with the stream, and be exposed to inconveniences, nay, to hardships pre- 
viously.quite unknown. The first consequence must have been an increase of 
the estrangement between them, the chief sufferer from which must of course 
have been the minority; for this increased estrangement brought out more promi- 
nently those scores of rough spots and those numerons asperities in consequence 
of which when the separated portions meet again, they rub against one another 
and which before these portions were broken off, were either not noticed at 
all, or it noticed, had by constant juxtaposition so accomodated themselves to 
each other as not to hurt. . How deeply must the religious susceptibilities 
of the Jew have been wounded when he saw the very day bearing in his 
eyes the stamp of the highest sacredness, and on which he scrupulously 
abstained from all work, devoted by his Christian neighbour professing to 
respect the Decalogue, to the performance of the most servile labours 
and all the drudgery reserved on purpose for the lag end of the week. Wha, 
must have been the grief of the Jew when he perceived that the gloritied lay 
which in his sight shone forth above all others in a blaze of celestial 
beauty, had been by his Christian neighbour degraded into the Cindrella of 
the week; and how profoundly must he have felt the material loss inflicted on 
him by making his day of rest the busiest of the other six on which all the 
arteries of trade and commerce swelled to their utmost capacity while he was 
compelled by his conscience to stand idly by and look on. | 

But these and numerous other ‘disadvantages were necessary and prob- 
ably undesigned consequences of the change effected in the institution. To 
these the Jew had to submit.. He could not expect that the pagan gentile 
who had long been taught to connect with the Day of the Sun—Baal_ or. 
Lord an idea of special holiness, and the Christian gentile to whom the same 
had endeared itself by reason of certain pleasing and sacred associations should 
devote firo-sevenths of the week to rest. When the Christian had to take his choice 
it was but natural that he should select the day to which he felt-himeelf so much 
nearer and the claims of which he felt better prepared to acknowledge. © So 
far the Jew might deplore the inexorable fate which had brought about this sad 
collision between the Heaven-appointed Sabbath and the man-made “ Lord’s 
Day,” but had no right to complain. The gentile had only yielded obedience 
to the powerful instinct which now dominated him. ‘But the Jew had just 
ground to complaim when the gentile world began to extend its notions of a 
day of rest to him and to enforce upon him all their consequences and all the 
laws which it was deemed expedient to enact for the protection of the changed 


institution. Then began the infliction of those violent and painful blows 
to which we have referred to before. 


Having a practical purpose in view it is not our intention to write a 
history of the “ Lord’s Day ” Legislation from Constantine to our time. For 
our purpose it will suffice to refer to some laws bearing on the “ Lord’s Day”. 
existing in our country and which inflict great hardships upon Jewish 
interests and in general are marked by all those characteristics of incon- 
siderate legislation, so far as Jews are concerned, which we have endeavoured 
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JEWS FREE SCHOOL.

The distribution of prizes at the Jews’ Free School on Sunday afternoon last, 
by the Baroness Dr RorHscuity, passed off with a success that we might almost 
pronounce perfect but for one circuistance—the absence of the President, Sir 
Anthony de Rothschild, his health not yct having been restored. We .need 
hardly say that his absence, especially the cause thereof, was regretted by every- 
one present. 

The distribution of prizes at the Jews’ Free School bids fair to become a 
“red letter day,” not only in the calendar of the school children but of visitors. 
Last year the promise that some splendid choral singing would relieve what 
often is a dull affair, drew together a crowded audience, and we had the satis- 
faction of knowing that they were not disappointed. This year, the experiment 
was repeated. The singers of the Jews’ Free School only need be heard to be 
appreciated, and we desire this to convey no meanfcompliment to those who 
instruct them. There was one incident alluded to in the afternoon by Serjeant 
Simon, which for a moment dashed the proceedings with a touching sadness ; 
but it was a fitting place to make the allusion. -A man who loved children and 
was loved by them; who called children “flowers ” and delighted to unfold their 
beauties ; who devoted much time and talent to the cause of education, was 
lying at that nnoment dead, and when the learned Serjeant’s voice quivered with 
emotion in pronouncing the name of Michael Heriry, there was a sympathetic 
tremor throughout the whole audience. 


The prizes were distributed personally by the Baroness Rothschild with that 
rraciousness which sits so well upon the noble lady - and we canno.t doubt but 
that the words of encouragement and congratulation which accompanied each 
medal and prize will be cherlshed by the recipients amongst their most precious 
recollections. The proceedings commenced shortly after 3 o'clock when, 

The Chairman (Mr. Sampson Lucas) who was received with cheets said : I 
am anxious to convey to you the regret of our esteemed President of his inability 
to attend this meeting ; and [ am sure that that regret is shared most sincerely 
by everyone present in this vast room. (Cheers.) Whenever I meet 
Sir Anthony, almost the first question he puts to me is: “How are you 
setting on with your school?" proving to you all that in spite of his constant 
suffering he is always thinking of your welfare. (Renewed cheers.) Let us 
earnestly hope that through the goodness of the Almighty he will be long spared 
to and-that we may next year have the happiness of seeing him again 
amongst us. (Applause.) Well, ladies and gentlemen, I am delighted to 
inform you that hool proceeds satisfactorily with its great work. We are 
now not only a successful clementary school, but I am happy to inform you that 
we are also successful as a trading affair, considering the amount of the grant 
we receive from Parliament. The success of our elementary education can be 
proved by the report of Her Majesty's Inspectors, in which they tell us: * With 


us, 


school it is excellently taught: the condition of both departments of this 
great school is most creditable to the teachers: During the past year the 
musical department of the institution has been raised to a rare degree of 
excellence.” And we have received: substantial proof of its excellence, inas- 
mach as we have obtained the inaximum grant to which we are entitled. And 
to prove to you the satisfactory course of. our proceedings with regard to the 
training of those who attend our schools, it will please all of you to hear that the 
synagogues and schools throuzhout the provinces are constantly applying to us 
for teachers and ministersr. Weare pleased to supply teaching power not only to 
the provinces, but also to the various British colonies. Well, ladies and 
gentlemen, although we vive so much attention to the secular education of our 
children, yet L hope that we never forget that this is a Jewish school (hear, hear), 
and that it is our constant aim to have the highest standard of Hebrew taught 
within these walls. ‘To prove to you that that is the case, I have only to point 
to the report of the examiners who tested the competitors for the scholarships. 
(Hear, here.) But it would not be fair when alluding to the excellencies of these 
schools, if I did not refer tions of Mr Angel and Mr. Abrahams.

The Baroness px Roruscuity then presented the medals and principal prizes 


to tle fortunate competitors, addressing to each a few gracious remarks of con- 
gratulation and encouragement. 


The Rev. the Cuter Ranpi addressed a few words of counsel to the parents and 
encouragement to thechildren. He said : I congratulate you my young friends on 
the victory you have gained ; and those of you who have gained no victory, yet 
you need not be discouraged. You have been defeated now, but you may say 
with Charles XII “I know now how to gain victory the next time.” But you who 
have taken prizes whilst I congratulate [ warn you. Your success would be a 
snare and a misfortune to you if you were now to “ rest and be thankful ;” you 
have but tasted of the cup of knowledge and you must now take larger and deeper 
draughts. On this day we commemorate a great event. On that day the walls 
of Jericho—that boundary between citizen and citizen—had fallen, and every 
Jew can now attain the highest position of the land ; but there are two conditions 
imposed on success— hard work and a moral character. Hard workis necessary ; 
those who rely on their genius will lag behind ; those who have capacities for 
work and are taking trouble are those who will win. Then a :noral character in this 
money-making age is especially necessary for Jews. There are two nations that 
brought about the civilization of the world, the ancient Greeks and the Jews. The 
former, though the most praised, are dead: the latter are alive. And why are 
the Jews alive? Because whilst Hellenism made their Gods human beings, 
Judaism made each human being divine, having the image and likeness of God. 
| say we are alive because our forefathers were anxious to be virtuous : and itis 
necessary for nations as for individuals, if they would succeed, to have a high 
moral character. (Hear, hear.) You, my young friends, must not be ashamed 
to work. You especially young girls have to learn. to obey, to cherish, to 
reverence your parents and your teachers. These are the ornaments, as King 
Solomon said, which you must put upon your head and twine round your neck ; 
these are the jewels which you must set into your souls and they will become 
you more than the diamonds which adorn princes. And now a few words to 
parents. With you, dear parents, rests the responsibility of training your children 
and therefore you ought to appreciate highly the services of the head master and 
mistress and the other teachers who have taken the labour of teaching your 
children off your hands. You should appreciate the zeal of the ladies and gen- 
tlemen who come here and interest themselves in the welfare of your little ones. 
Merchant princes, like your president, whose minutes are valuable, sacrifice hours 
of precious time to superintend your schools. Still I hear that there are parents 
who do not appreciate such zeal and sacrifices as these ; that there are parents 
who do not see that their children come to school in regular time—at nine 
o'clock—to devote an hour to Hebrew and Religion ; and that there are parents 
who remove their children from school at thirteen years of age when formerly 
they would not remove them until fourteén years of age. I say to you parents 
beware how you interfere with the proper religious education of your sons. If 
you remove them from school in order to earn you a few pence, beware lest when 
you are in the cold grave your children reproach you for having sold their birth- 
right for a mess of lentils. Let me admonish you to send your children every 
day to school at nine o clock ; and to see that when at home your children make 
a right use of their time ; and then we may hope that your children will glorify 
the Lord and glorify Israel: and then we shall all feel that the objects of this 
grand institution have been carried out. (Applause.) 


Mr. SersEant Stuon, M.P., in moving a vote of thanks to the Rev. the Chief 
Rabbi for the address he had delivered, said,—The world is not aware of the 
fact, and I am afraid that we Jews have ourselves hardly realized it, that there 
never was a time in our history when there was not a large section of our people 
marked out and signalised before the world for great intellectual endowments 
and great intellectual attainments. (Hear, hear). If we go back to the return 
from the captivity you'will find that the first thing our forefathiers did was to 


establish schools for the preservation of learning. law and religion. The creat 
echoo!s of Babylon. and Jerusalem have sent down standing records of 
the marvellous powers and intellectual energies of the Jewish people. 


In the Talmuds of Jerusalem and Babylon there is not a branch of human 
science and learning known to the /iterati of those days which is not dwelt on, 
and these marvellous works are splendid illustrations of what can be achieved 
under the most adverse circumstances, and remain splendid monuments of the 
learning and industry of our ancestors. (Applause). Later, we come down to 
the Jews in Spain (and | always remember with pride my Spanish descent), and 
though ground down sow by the Moors and now by the Visigoth, and again by 
both. the Jews were the statesmen, the plilosophers, the men of scienee, the 
literary men, the scholars, the diplomatists, and the teachers of the then darkened 
world. (Cheers). It was a grand episode in the history of the Spanish Jews 
when 600,000, for the sake of their religious principles, sacrificed all they. had, 
and went once more into exile. (Applause). Notwithstanding the wonderful 
unity in doctrine, and, to a great extent. unity in the ritual of Jews throughout 
the world, there must,.as a matter of course, be a great diversity in the attain- 
ments of Jews of various nationalities ; but even the poor Polish pedlar, who offers 
penciis and such like trifles for sale in our streets, can boast-of more than many 
of his Christian brethren reared under more. favourable circumstances—namely, 
he can read at least in one language ( Hear, hear and cheers) : and although he 
may be backward in his knowledge of what is necessary for a practical course 
of life in modern times, yet this despised Polish Jew is a man whom Englishmen 
of culture would call a man of cultivated mind, for he is a man who has studied 
the history and the jurisprudence of his own people, and can address his Maker 
in the language in which He first spoke to Israel. (Applanse). Consider what 
that language was, is, what it has done for mankind, and what a message to 
man that language conveys. In that language are enshrived all those great 
principles which permeate the whole civilized world. In rearing up your chil 

dren try to make them worthy of the race from which they have sprang, and 
worthy of the intelligence which is theirs by inheritance, It is the duty of the 
Jew to stand forth before the world asa witness of the erand moral truths of 
Judaism, and when the nations see you practising those precepts they will say, 
“surely this is a wise and understanding people,” We have a two-fold duty to 
perform—to bring up our children worthy of the religion they profess and the 
race from whence they have sprung; and to make them good citi- 
zens—to be useful members of the society in which we are placed ; 
to serve the country that has enfranchised us and protects us, and, remember, 
that it is an unquestionable fact that there isa spirit of liberality and generous 
feeling towards our race in this country which I| believe does net exist any where 
else. (Hear, hear). But I hope I may be pardoned for a short digression. | 
cannot sit down without referring to a sad and fatal accident which has so 
recently befallen a most useful member of our community. You must all have 
heard of the sad death of our excellent brother Mr. Michael Henry. In him the 


| community has lost a man who cannot but with difliculty be replaced ; for 
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although there are many men in our community who stand in the foremost 
ranks and do good service to the community, yet I know of no man of the same 
stamp as the fate Michael Henry. He was content to do good and remain 
unknown ; he was content to do, I may almost say, servile work and pass on 
unnoticed ; without looking for fame or seeking for applause he found satisfac- 
tion in the knowledge that he had performed a good deed. (Subdued applause). 
Those who knew Mr. Michael Henry personally must have recognized the 
amiability of his character, his sing/e-miadedness and the purity of his heart, 
and all must know the earnestness and devotion with which he dedicated his 
rare talents to the good of the community, and especially the welfare of his 
humble brethren. It is but this day fortnight since you might have seen Mr. 
Henry sitting at the Stepney Schoo! (a school which was almost his own crea- 
tion, for it owes its formation and growth mainly to his indomitable perseverance 
and untiring industry), his benevolent countenance beaming with well justified 
satisfaction at the result brought about by his own instrumentality. He is now 
a lifeless corpse. But he has left a name that must always be remembered in our 
community—a name fragrant with the good works which he performed, and an 
example which I hope will be the source of inspiration in others. Pardon my 
digression. It is, 1 conceive, a duty to pay a public tribute to one whose 
untimely end ‘will, I believe, not only be a public loss, but a personal sorrow. 


(Applause). 

The vote of thanks was carried by acclamation. 

The Rev. Professor Marks in moving the next vote of thanks, said: I beg 
to assure you that it it not without emotion that I rise here to deliver myself of 
the office which the Chairman has devolved upon me. The scene brings back 
to my memory the fact that nearly fifty years ago instead of occupying a place 
upon this distinguished platform as I do to-day, I sat on the lowest form now 
occupied by the boys yonder, as a pupil in this school, (cheers), and here I 
obtained the earliest rudiments of my education. To-day I stand upon the 
platform from which |. was formerly addressed by venerable men, and their 
shadows flit before me as I draw upon my recollection, including Joshua Van 
Oven, Michael Joseph, Aaron Joseph and others whose lives were devoted te this 
institution ; and when [ think of them there is something solemn, something 
sacred in this place, and I am forcibly reminded of the striking words of the 
‘poet Schiller : 

Die Stelle die ein guter Mann betrat 
- Sie bleibt geweiht fiir alle zeiven. 


The place trodden by a good man remains sacred for ever.) 


I am asked to perform a very pleasing duty, namely, to invite an expression of 
thanks towards the President and the gentlemen committee of this institution. 
When I look over the list of committeemen | find what we all experience as we 
advance in life, that the living walk over the graves of the dead, Out of this 
goodly list I see but one name that I can associate with my childish recollectious 
of this school ; but it is the name of a veteran who for ‘upwards of sixty years 
~ has devoted his untiring energies to the advancement of the great cause with 
which this school is identified—first as its earliest master, and ever since as its 
indefatigable friend and patron—I mean Mr. H. N. Solomon. (Loud cheers), 
Here, under his tuition, | had first the advantage of being elevated out of my 
own childish individuality and brought into contact with a superior mind, and | 
had afterwards the advantage of renewing my relations with that gentleman in 
- higher forms of education. I think it is but just to make this declaration : that 
to him more than to any one else I owe the success of my after life. Without 
any undue adulation I think I may say that there isnot a man in the community 
to whom we are so much indebted for the success of this school as to Sir Anthony 
de Rothschild ; and although I must say, no doubt, in the first instance the suc- 
cess of the institution was due to the singular combination of talents possessed 
by my old schoolfellow Mr. Angel, and by the excellent lady who presides over 
the girls’ school, (not of course omitting the supervision of our highly intellee- 
tual and talented Chief Rabbi); still I am sure that their combined exertions 
could not have produced the amount of success the school has attained had it 
not been that Sir Anthony de Rothschild brought his position, character and 
irrepressible enthusiasm into the great cause. (Loud cheers). In conclusion the 
learned Professor said: | will merely ask you to unite with me in offering a 
tribute of our grateful acknowledgments to Sir Anthony de Rothschild and the 
committee of gentlemen who have acted with him for the purpose of promoting 
an institution of which, if | were asked to name anything that marked the pro- 
gress of the Jews in the present century, I should say Si monumentum queris 
vircumspice. (Applause). 

This vote of thanks was also carried by acclamation. 

Mr. Lewis CoHEN moved a vote of thanks to the Ladies’ Committee.

Mr. F. D. Mocarra moved a vote of thanks to the Chairman whose interest 
in the Jews’ Free School was too well known to need comment. He regretted 
the absence through illness of Sir Anthony de Rothschild, but hoped it wonld 

lease the divine Providence to enable him to be present another year. Mr. 

ocatta alluded to the sudden death of Mr. Michael Henry to illustrate that the 
best loved and most useful were sometimes cut short in the midst of their use- 
fulness, and that it was therefore our duty to labour whilst we lived, for we 
knew not how long that would be. 


The CuairMan briefly acknowledged the compliment paid him, and concluded 
by asking the boys and girls to give rounds of hearty cheer for their master, 
mistress and teachers. 

This having been done in a hearty manner, the proceedings terminated. 

One of the distinctive features of the day was the admirable singing of the 
boys under the able leadership of Mr. L. B: Abrahams, the director of musical 
studies. It has been advanced with some truth that the singing of children taught 
on the Tonic Solfa method is somewhat cold and formal, lacking in that hearti- 
ness and tune attained under the old system or even when the children are taught 
by ear. But it is evident that this fault no longer exists at the Free School. 
The boys sang with the greatest enthusiasm, their “ attack” was faultless and 
perfect swing and accent were maintained throughout. Their first effort was 
the “ Rataplan,”’ chorus from “ La figlia del Regimento.” ‘The rendering of this 
_ popular chorus was so spirited and acourate as to elicit the warmest plaudits of 
the audience. After an interval the new “ Halleluyah” specially composed for 
the occasion by Mr. J. L. Mombach (who acted ax accompanist at the harmonium) 
was sung. Difficult as is the composition it was sung throughout with faultless 
execution, Mr. Abrahams yielding to the wishes of the assembly, called upon 
his choir again, substituting, however, Mendelssohn’s “ Harvest Song.” Mr. 
Mombach is to be congratulated on the addition to our sacred music, and we 
think him particularly fortunate in having had his composition interpreted in 


he manner if was sung last Sunday. We hope to hear it on many future : 


ecasions, The girls’ singing class also sang, under the direction of Mrs. J. 
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| Ornstien, Psalm 29 and “ The Choosing of the Flowers.” At the conclusion of 
the day’s proceedings, ‘God save the Queen” was sung with excellent effect 
by boys and girls together to the number of 600 with excéllent effect. The

CONFIRMATION. AT BERKELEY STREET SYNAGOGUE. 


— 


The annual confirmation of several young ladies and gentlemen, the children 
of members of the West London Congregation of British Jews. took place at the 
Berkeley Street Synagogue yesterday week. The attendance more especially in 
the ladies’ gallery was large, including many members of other synagogues, 

The ordinary afternoon service having been read by the Rev. A. Léwy, the 
confirmees, numbering eleven young gentlemen and three young ladies, entered the 
synagogue, each accompanied by one of their parents or other relatives. As 
the procession advanced towards the Ark, where the Rev. Prof. Marks was in 
readiness to receive the postulants, the 100th Psalm was chanted by the choir. 
The confirmees ranged themselves in a semi-vircle before the Ark, the young 
ladies dressed in “ bridal attire” placing themselves in the centre. The usual 
prayer in English was simultaneously recited by the children. 

The Rev. Professor MArks then addressed the children. In the course of 
his address he sketched out the leading duties and obligations that devolved on 
every Jew and Jewess capable of distinguishing between right and wrong. He 
began his address with a few striking remarks on the destructive action of time, 
in effacing Jand-marks, sweeping away thrones and empires and disrupting all 
old associations. One thing, however, time had been incapable of effecting. It 
had completely failed to snap asunder the links that held together Israel of the 
present with Israel of the age of the Bible. He illustrated that proposition by 
the scene that was then passing and brought it to bear as a practical commentary 
on the exhortation of the great prophet and teacher of Israel to “ Assemble the 
men, the women and the children at the place where the Lord migi.t be pleased. 
to place His name.’ He dwelt emphatically on the duty of parents to train 
their children to a religious life by home example and influence as well as by 
the agency of the instruction of the synagogue “‘and,” said he “if this sacred 
obligation be neglected at its proper season, a chasm must be left in the history 
| of .a human being which cannot be filled up at any later period.’ He then 
clearly defined the distinction between the form of confirmation and its spirits 
and spoke of the religion of Moses as distivguished from every other system by 
reason of its ignoring all theory and speculation and confining itself to practical 
ethics and to the plainest possible rules for the guidance of man. The Mosaic 
doctrine of the supremacy of conscience and the unfettered exercise of the free- 
dom of will was powerfully contrasted with the false and withering philosophy 
that regards humanity as a thing of accident and as a creature of inevitable 
necessity that cannot help being otherwise than what it actually is, The im- 
portant question of human responsibility here and hereafter was the common 
. thread that ran through the whole of the Rev. Professor's eloquent address, and 
he brought it to bear, in language suited to the capacities of children, on 
man’s duties to God, to parents, to the community of Israel and to society at large. 
He also felicitously pointed out the dutics children owed to themselves by cul- 
tivating modesty in thought and deed, by setting up truth as the central and 
distinctive virtue of Judaism and by prizing it high above utility, expediency ard 
every other consideration. Under this head the speaker likewise enforced the 
practice of tolerance to differences of opinions and of mercy in pronouncing 
judgments. He warned his hearers against taking an estimate of the moral 
character of people by the particular religious opinions they professed. “ Far 
be it,” said he, “from the genuine Israelite to countenance the gross and horrible 
superstition that salvation is restricted to the members of the synagogue only, as 
some declare it to be confined to church, chapel or mosque, or to entertain the 
debasing idea that the just, righteous and merciful Father of mankind makes no 
distinction between the errors of the head and-the vices of the heart.” Dealing 
with the virtue of charity he described it from the Jewish point of view as that 
of largeness of heart that takes in humanity. of every clime and creed and that 
finds a place within the circle of its sympathy for every part of the brute 
creation. His concluding remarks related to self-improvement, the neces- 
sity of keeping pace with the spirit of the age and rising to a level of 
its increased and increasing knowledge. He also pointed out the relation 
between Judaism and inductive science and exhorted his youthful hearers bever 
to cower before truthful investigation, because Judaism has always regarded 
religion and reason as inseparably bound together in fellowship. After 4 few 
telling remarks on the religious obligation of labour and industry, distinguishing 
between. the kind of work that applied to the one sex and that which was 
adapted to the other, he brought his address to a close by throwing open the 
doors of the Ark and invoking on the confirmees the solemn benediction of the 
priests, 393°, accompanied by a prayer that powerfully moved the whole 
congregation. 

As the confirmees retired the 150th Psalm was sung. The service concluded 
with the recital of and Kaddish and the chaunting of Psalm cxxt. 

Dr. Verrinder presided at the organ, and the choir sang with its usual excellence 
the 84th Psalm, composed by Mr. Charles Kensington Salaman, 4s well as the 
other Psalms of the confirmation service.
